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Meeting 
with bus 
bosses in 
route row 

DOZENS of residents angry 
after a bus service was axed 
will voice their concerns to 
transport officials at a pub¬ 
lic meeting next week. 

Bus operator National Ex¬ 
press and Centro are facing 
residents to discuss the end 
of the 297 service. 

The service, which ran 
through Old Hill, Cradley 
Heath and Quarry Bank to 
Russells Hall Hospital, was 
ended earlier in the sum¬ 
mer. Officials blame a fall 
in passenger numbers and 
problems with reliability. 

Unreliable 

Residents have already 
held a meeting over the 
issue and the meeting with 
transport bosses will take 
place next Thursday (Oc¬ 
tober 16) between 11.30am 
and 1pm at Birch Coppice 
Methodist Church, Coppice 
Lane, Quarry Bank. 

Meeting organiser Coun¬ 
cillor Bryan Cotterill said: 
“It was a major bus route 
and this has affected a lot 
of people. Whether they can 
reinstall the service I’m not 
sure but maybe they could 
meet us halfway somehow.” 

National Express replaced 
the 297 with two separate 
services as it said the length 
of the route made it unreli¬ 
able. 

But since the service was 
removed more than 600 
names have been gathered 
on a petition calling for its 
reinstatement. 

Pay to park 
village plan 

PARKING charges will be 
introduced in Hagley under 
plans aimed at boosting the 
number of spaces available 
for shoppers in the village. 

Hagley Parish Council 
has announced plans to 
allow people to park for four 
hours for free but charge 
after that period. It follows 
concern that parking prob¬ 
lems put shoppers off. 

It comes after a deal to 
allow to the Hagley Com¬ 
munity Centre car park to 
be used for general parking.

Irish firm 
takes over 
Co-op site 

THE Co-op has sold off one of its former 
distribution units in Halesowen to Irish 
food group Dawn Meats. 

The 99,000 sq ft Amber Way property 
was built in the mid 1970s and sites on a 
four acre site, providing storage from fro¬ 
zen foods. 

It was shut down by the Co-op as part of 
a modernisation and rationalisation pro¬ 
gramme at its national distribution net¬ 
work in 2012, with the loss of 250 jobs. The 
work was consolidated into a new 500,000 
sq ft regional centre at Castlewood, beside 
Junction 28 of the Ml. 

Isla Roebuck, managing director of Dawn 
UK, said: “This property addition for Dawn 
Meats represents an excellent value alter¬ 
native for freezing, distribution, and stor¬ 
age of our products, and brings the security 
and integrity of our customer products in 
house. Its central location and motorway 
access is ideal to service our customers and 
plants across the UK.” 

GVA - along with lead agents Colliers In¬ 
ternational - acted on behalf of The Co-op¬ 
erative Estates in the sale. 

Based in Waterford in Ireland, Dawn 
Meats processes cattle and lamb at six sites 
across the UK. 


The near two acre site, which dates back 
to 1790, was purchased from Birmingham 
Metropolitan College, which left the site 
almost two years ago. 

Trust leader Mick Freer said he now 
hoped to restore the garden and have it 
open to the public by March of next year. 

Delighted 

He said: “We’re delighted to raise the 
cash to secure the future of the garden. We 
now have a busy time ahead of us. 

“First we are going to insure the site 
and then begin repairs to the former col¬ 
lege buildings. CCTV will then be put in 
there and safety appraisals to the build¬ 
ings, which we eventually hope to open to 
the public. Finally, we want to restore the 
19th Century glory of the garden, bringing 
in period greenhouses and restoring the 
gardener’s bothy.” 

“It is an exciting time and we look for¬ 
ward to opening it to the public,” added 
Mr Freer. 

The garden was abandoned around two 
years ago when Stourbridge College moved 
its horticultural centre for students with 
learning disabilities to Kidderminster. 

The college, which is now part of Bir¬ 
mingham Metropolitan College, had been 
working with the campaigners to secure 
the future of the Georgian garden. 

The park is of historical significance be¬ 
cause of landscaping carried out by poet 
William Shenstone from 1743 until his 
death in 1763. It is one of the most influ¬ 
ential landscapes of the 18th Century and 
is considered to be one of the first natural 
landscape gardens in England, ranking in 
importance with Blenheim and Stowe. The 
walled garden was added in the 1770s to 
feed the family and servants of the next 
owner, Edward Horne. 


A SINGER from Halesowen has become 
one of the leading tribute acts to rock and 
roll legend Roy Orbison. 

Former RAF man Barry Steele first 
found his talent for emulating ‘the Big O’ 
on a family holiday in Cornwall 13 years ago 
when his wife Lynne and daughter Leonie 
entered him in a singing competition as a 
surprise. 

A fellow competitor said that his version 


of Robbie Williams hit Angels sounded like 
it was being sung by the later American hit- 
maker Roy Orbison. 

That comment led to a new career for 
the former truck driver who now tours 
the country in the show Roy Orbison and 
Friends. He will be appearing at the Wul- 
frun Hall in Wolverhampton on October 31 
and at Birmingham’s New Alexandra The¬ 
atre on November 29. 


Workers 
in early 
Yuletide 
break-up 

THOUSANDS of Sandwell 
Council workers will break 
up early for Christmas for 
the second year in a row un¬ 
der cost-cutting plans. 

Offices and non-essential 
services at the council will 
be closed from December 
22 and re-open on Decem¬ 
ber 29. The scheme was 
estimated to save around 
£200,000 last year. 

Workers will have to book 
two days annual leave in 
addition to the three days 
off they are granted by the 
council over the Christmas 
period, with offices closing 
for five days instead of the 
usual three. 

Director Melanie Dudley 
said the scheme had proven 
‘successful’ last year and the 
council wanted to repeat it 
this Christmas. 

She added: “This deci¬ 
sion was based on the un¬ 
derstanding that in the 
period of time leading up to 
Christmas, requests for the 
majority of council services 
decrease significantly com¬ 
pared with normal working 
days, and therefore by clos¬ 
ing for an additional two 
days, the impact on the pub¬ 
lic would be minimal. 

“The decision was also 
taken on the understanding 
that an extended Christ¬ 
mas closure would lead to 
savings in accommodation 
costs and would enable the 
majority of employees to feel 
the benefit of an increased 
break.” 

Grant gives 
club a lift 

AIR Dynamix Trampolin- 
ing Squad in Dudley has 
received £10,000 from the 
Big Lottery Fund that it 
will use to host trampolin- 
ing sessions for people with 
disabilities. 

The squad is planning to 
start sessions in January at 
its sites at Leasowes High 
School, Halesowen, and El- 
lowes High School, Dudley. 

Head coach Vicki Stanley 
said “Hopefully now we 
will be able to attract more 
people to come and get in¬ 
volved.”

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Wonga write off debts for thousands 


MORE than 300,000 people are hav¬ 
ing crippling pay-day loans written 
off after loan firm Wonga admitted 
they should never have lent them 
the money. 

The beleaguered lender is telling 
customers who are currently over 
30 days in arrears - about a fifth of 
1.8 million people who have taken 
out a loan with them - that they will 
have the balance of their loan writ¬ 


ten off and will owe Wonga nothing. 
The move comes after the Finan¬ 
cial Conduct Authority requires it 
to make significant changes to its 
business immediately. 

Approximately 45,000 customers 
who are up to 29 days in arrears will 
be asked to repay their debt with¬ 
out interest and charges and will be 
given an option of paying over an 
extended period of four months. 


Wonga said it did not have a re¬ 
gional breakdown available to say 
how many of its West Midlands cus¬ 
tomers will be eligible. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
said: “Many of their customers will 
have found the amount they owe in¬ 
creasing because of the outrageous 
interest rates that Wonga and firms 
like them charge. 

“I am very pleased that so many 


people will be released from the ex¬ 
orbitant level of debt that has been 
imposed on them. 

“I would like to see them driven 
out of business altogether. I would 
like to see limits to the cost of credit 
and to the interest rates they can 
charge. I would prefer to see hard- 
pressed families getting low cost 
credit and reasonable loans from 
banks and credit unions.” 


Move to make medical 
appointments online 


PATIENTS in Dudley will be able to book hos¬ 
pital appointments electronically as part of a 
£4.5 million investment in services. 

Options include booking online or via mobile phone apps. 
It is part of a plan to cut down on paperwork, make it eas¬ 
ier for patients and improve links with GP practices. Paula 
Clark, chief executive of Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, said the new system would enable people to book 
their own appointments. 

The IT (information tech¬ 
nology) investment would 
also enable patient records 
to be made available elec¬ 
tronically, so they could be 
shared more easily between 
medical staff. There would 
also be improvements to 
enable tests to be ordered 
more quickly and make it 
easier for multiple appoint¬ 
ments to be scheduled. 

Ms Clark said: “The exact 
detail is yet to be confirmed 
but there will be oppor¬ 
tunities to make the new 
system more accessible and 
improve the way we care 
for patients. It will allow 
patients to access informa¬ 
tion about themselves and 
their appointments. It is 
surprising how patients can 
book holidays or order their 
shopping online but they 
cannot easily access health¬ 
care services. 

“Complex healthcare re¬ 
cords are kept in paper form 
and only one healthcare pro¬ 
fessional can access those re¬ 
cords at any one time. With 
the new electronic health 
record, several healthcare 
professionals will be able 
to access records and input 
into patient care simulta¬ 
neously and in real-time, 
therefore, patient records 
will always be up-to-date.” 

She added: “We will also 
be able to share patient re¬ 
cords with GPs and other 
healthcare professionals 
across the country and so 
if, for example, a Dudley 
patient has an accident on 
holiday in Cornwall, their 
health record can be trans¬ 
ferred immediately.” 


Spray tag 
vandals 
target town 

GRAFFITI has been 
sprayed on shops, bus stops 
and cars across Brierley 
Hill, sparking a police probe 
and a council investigation. 

Fed up traders and res¬ 
idents have reacted with 
anger to the increase in van¬ 
dalism in and around Brier- 
ley Hill town centre over the 
past month. 

Dudley Council workers 
have also been busy clearing 
up after the graffiti, which 
has been sprayed in white, 
black and gold ink. 

The most common tags 
sprayed on premises and 
property have been CNS 
— which may stand for ‘city 
never sleeps’ — and SIMBA. 

The Dog and Lamp Post 
pub, in Dudley Road, has 
been targeted twice over 
the past month by the paint 
daubing vandals. 

After it was painted over 
the first time, more graffiti 
was sprayed on the same 
spot just a week later. 

Pub manager Liam 
Dawkins said: “It’s driving 
me crazy. 

“I don’t get why people 
would go round vandalising 
people’s homes and busi¬ 
nesses, it’s just a pain — 
everyone is fed up with it.” 

He added: “The graffiti 
then costs money from the 
tax payer to clear up. “

Grant will 
pay for 
emission 
reductions 

A PROJECT to improve air 
quality and cut down fumes 
across Dudley borough has 
been awarded a grant of 
£158,000. 

Dudley Council will be 
using the cash from the 
Department for Transport 
to fund specialist exhaust 
emission catching equip¬ 
ment. 

Businesses will be able 
to sign up for the scheme 
which will see vehicles fitted 
with the devices, which trap 
harmful nitrogen oxide. 

Coaches 

Ten coaches operated by 
Prospect Coaches (West) 
Limited, based in Lye, will 
be the first to have the 
equipment installed. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, 
cabinet member for health, 
said: “This grant will fund 
special devices to cut down 
specifically on nitrogen ox¬ 
ides and in turn improve air 
quality. 

“I hope other local com¬ 
panies will see this and con¬ 
sider the business benefits 
of demonstrating they care 
about the impact they make 
on the environment.” 

Environmental health 
officers will monitor the 
borough for emission levels 
to gauge the impact of the 
devices once they have been 
fitted. 

Albion hero 
statue date 

A BRONZE statue of Bag¬ 
gies legend Tony ‘Bomber’ 
Brown will be unveiled in 
a ceremony at The Haw¬ 
thorns on November 6. 

After joining the club as 
a schoolboy, Brown made 
720 appearances and scored 
279 goals between 1961 and 
1981. 

The statue is the work of 
sculptor Jonathan Wylder, 
whose subjects have ranged 
from Mother Theresa and 
Yasmin Le Bon to a mer¬ 
maid for the Royal Yach 
Squadron at Cowes. 

Mr Brown said he was 
humbled to be chosen for 
the honour. 

Fountain to flow 

A £150,000 project to bring 
Dudley’s 19th century foun¬ 
tain back to life has been 
approved.

Duke is visiting health and help centres

THE Duke of Gloucester will officially open 
an £8.5 million health centre during a visit 
to Stourbridge this week 

The queen’s cousin Prince Richard was 
due to unveil a commemorative plaque 
at Lion Health in Stourbridge yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

It is one of several stops he will make dur¬ 
ing a tour of the West Midlands including 
visits to Halesowen and West Bromwich. 

The grade II listed former Foster, Ras- 
trick and Co site, in Lowndes Road ,was con¬ 
verted into the medical practice and opened 
in April. The Georgian foundry is famed for 
making the Stourbridge Lion steam engine, 


which in 1829 brought a new era to America 
as the the first engine to run on rails. 

The Duke was also due to visit the Hope 
Centre in Halesowen on the same day to 
present volunteers with The Queen’s Award 
for Voluntary Service 

The centre in Andrew Road was founded 
by Wendy and Camilla in January 2010 after 
the Lighthouse Project was disbanded in 
2009. All 27 volunteers at the centre have 
been awarded the honour. 

The Duke was also opening the restored 
Oak House Barns at the Oak House Mu¬ 
seum in West Bromwich. 

A £1.4million project has seen two listed 


barns renovated and converted into a new 
visitor centre, reception, toilets, shop and 
cafe. 

The restoration work has been funded 
between Sandwell Council and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

It is hoped the revamp will help attract 
an extra 30,000 visitors a year to the Oak 
Road site. 

The Duke, aged 70, is 23rd in line to the 
throne. His elder brother Prince William of 
Gloucester died in 1972, aged 30, when the 
plane he was piloting crashed at Halfpenny 
Green, near Bobbington. 


Grorty Dick celebrates 40 
years of faggots and paes

HE earned himself the title of 
faggot king as he spearheaded a 
campaign to save the tradition¬ 
al Black Country delicacy. And 
now he is celebrating 40 hostin’ 
years of promoting and serving 
all things Black Country. 

Richard James, who is better known by 
the alias Grorty Dick after the dish of the 
same name, opened up the country’s first 
‘Black Country takeaway’ in 1974. 

And for the past four decades he has be¬ 
come a well known Black Country character 
promoting the area. 

Offal 

Mr James, 62, from Halesowen, said: 
“Faggots really were the forerunner of hot 
food takeaways in the Black Country. 

“After the war food was still very simple 
and people were very dependent on cuts of 
meat such as offal and the like. Mothers 
would take basins and go and collect fag¬ 
gots from sellers and then take them home. 

“I remember my nan was a brilliant cook 
and the number one dish was always fag¬ 
gots and paes on a Thursday.” 

In the early 1970s he was a chef at the 
Park Lane Hilton specialising in French 
cuisine but even then his heart was in the 
Black Country. 

He said: “I came back and opened up 
Grorty Dicks Food Store in Halesowen and 
I still have happy memories of my time 
there. Later on we also opened Grorty Dicks 
Theatre which was a place where people 
could come along and have a hearty Black 
Country dinner and a show. We would have 
all kinds of popular local performers includ¬ 
ing Aynuk and Ayli.” 

When Keith Floyd, celebrity chef and tel¬ 
evision personality, brought his Floyd on 
Britain & Ireland programme to the Black 
Country Mr James featured and showed 
him how to cook his legendary faggots and 
paes 

In the late 90s, when EU regulations 
came in and threatened the production of 
the traditional Black Country faggot, so Mr 
James led a campaign to save the humble 
Black Country favourite. 

He even published a book in 2002 with 



Once he cooked in a fancy London restaurant but the lure of the Black Country was too strong for ‘Faggot King’ Richard James 


then Senior Lecturer in Hospitality and 
Tourism at the University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Ghislaine Povey which featured car¬ 
toons, recipes and stories about the history 
of Black Country cuisine. 

“It was quite successful. I was Dr Faggot 
because I knew all the ways to cook them 
and Ghislaine was Professor Faggot be¬ 
cause she knew all the history.” 


Mr James said that although he had 
finished running Grorty Dicks and selling 
faggots by 2004, he still enjoys tucking into 
them at home. 

Ale 

Mr James also operated tours of the 
greater Black Country for 30 years which 
led to real ale tours. 


To celebrate his milestone 40 years of 
dedicated service to the Black Country, 
Stourbridge-based craft brewers Sadler’s 
have produced an exclusive golden ale in 
his honour which went on sale this summer. 

“The Black Country is where my roots 
are and it’s where I’ll stay,” added Mr 
James. 

“I’ll be here promoting it until I’m dead.”

Dudley Council will allow 
the parties inside once to 
survey the building in a bid 
to compile a more complete 
business plan on transform¬ 
ing the venue for use again 
as an entertainment venue. 

Mr Downing said: “We 
want to get together with 
representatives from Events 
That Rok. We believe it will 
happen soon when Mr Ken¬ 
drick is back in this country. 

“We need to get towards 
£5,000 to start the process 
of becoming a charitable 
trust.

Dogs get scent for crime

MORE than £38,000 in 
smuggled tobacco has been 
discovered in hidden stash¬ 
es across Sandwell. 

Sniffer dogs Phoebe and 
Scamp uncovered the illicit 
cigarettes and rolling to¬ 
bacco while visiting seven 
premises across the bor¬ 
ough. 

As part of the Safer 6 cam¬ 
paign, trading standards 
and police officers seized 
about 69,500 cigarettes and 
more than 17.4 kilograms of 
hand rolling tobacco. 

Trading standards officers 
will now carry out inter¬ 
views to decide what action 
to take, which could include 
possible prosecutions. 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
Sandwell Council’s mem¬ 
ber in charge of trading 
standards, said: “Tobacco 
detection dogs have become 
valued members of the 
team.” 

The operation is the 
second such success that 
Sandwell’s trading stand¬ 
ards team has had in just 
over a month. 

At the end of August two 
other dogs, Buster and Ber¬ 
tie, sniffed out more than 
£40,000 of illicit tobacco at 
six premises. 


Hours at 
children's 
centres 
may be cut 

OPENING hours at some 
children’s centres in 
Sandwell could be slashed 
to help save £2.45 million. 

There are in five centres 
in West Bromwich, four in 
the Cradley Heath/Rowley 
Regis area, four in Smeth¬ 
wick, three in Tipton, two in 
Oldbury and two in Wednes- 
bury. 

Sandwell Council is to 
vary the contracts it has 
with providers at some of its 
children’s centres to allow 
them ‘flexibility’ in opening 
hours. 

This will follow a restruc¬ 
ture of the service that will 
see one children’s centre in 
each of the borough’s seven 
town clusters being desig¬ 
nated a ‘core’ facility where 
hours will not be affected. 

Each of the remaining 13 
centres will then be desig¬ 
nated as ‘satellite’ or ‘nurs¬ 
ery plus’ and it is at these 
facilities where hours could 
be cut. 

However, nursery plus 
centres will still have a ser¬ 
vice operating in some form 
until 6pm each day. 

The announcement has 
been made by the children’s 
services department follow¬ 
ing a three-month consulta¬ 
tion. A report on the move 
says 376 responses were 
received from the public. It 
states: “The local author¬ 
ity will work with the chil¬ 
dren’s centre providers to 
keep parents informed of 
the change.”

Hospitals ready to minimise 
impact of midwife walkout 


PLANS are being drawn up at hospitals in 
preparation for the midwives strike later this 
month.

“We do expect some of 
our midwifery staff to take 
part in the strike, however, 
we would like to reassure 
women that there will be 
no compromise to patient 
safety and that every ef¬ 
fort will be made to ensure 
minimal disruption to our 
services. Women who are 
in labour during the strike 
period will see no change to 
their care and will give birth

as usual, whether in hospi¬ 
tal on our delivery suite or 
midwifery-led unit, or at 
home if they have chosen a 
home birth. 

“We would like to apolo¬ 
gise for any inconvenience 
caused to rescheduled pa¬ 
tients but hope they will 
understand that we have 
to focus our resources on 
women needing immediate 
care.” 

A spokesman for Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust said: 
“This is a national dispute.

For many in the Black Coun¬ 
try, Saturday trips to the Arcade 
Toyshop in Dudley have been a 
fundamental part of their child¬ 
hood. Be it Chopper bikes, 
Meccano or the amazing glass 
cabinet where the Dinky cars 
revolved on electric shelves, it 
is ingrained in the memories of 
thousands of people. 

Now, after almost half a cen¬ 
tury, the shop is set to close as 
a result of a council regeneration 
scheme. The facade where the 
shop is based is being returned 
to its original 1920s style, and 
owner Alan Caswell says the al¬ 
terations to his shop are the ‘final 
nail in the coffin’. 

Mr Caswell, from Pattingham, 
is magnanimous, saying the 
changes are for the long-term 
good of the town. But really? 
How can anything which results 
in the loss of one of the most 
popular shops in an ailing town 
be anything other than a disas¬ 
ter? 

The same mistakes are being 
repeated in towns and cities all 
over. While the shutters descend 
on an ever-increasing number of 
shops, local government seems 
convinced that all the ills of the 
high street can be solved with 
smart cast-iron street furniture 
and block paving. 

You can have the most beau¬ 
tiful market place and the most 
elegantly revamped shopping 
arcade but if there are no shops 
to draw people in, nobody will 
ever see them.

The day a Titanic 
task was repeated

ALICE CHARLES on a film 
looking at the day when 
the send off for the Titanic 
anchor was recreated 

IT was a snapshot of the glo¬ 
ry days of Black Country engi¬ 
neering. 

History was recreated when thou¬ 
sands lined the streets to watch as 
a replica of the anchor from the 
doomed Titanic was hauled through 
the town where it was made 99 
years earlier. 

The re-enactment followed the route 
the real anchor, cast by Hingley’s of 
Netherton in 1911, took in reverse and 
was filmed for a five-part history series 
for Channel 4 and National Geographic 
channel. 

And now the momentous occasion has 
been preserved for future generations in 
a DVD from a Dudley production com¬ 
pany, The Return of the Titanic Anchor: 
A Day to Remember. 

Original 

The original 16-tonne anchor was cast 
carried to the old Dudley train station 
by 20 shire horses, taken by train to 
Fleetwood and shipped across the Irish 
Sea. From there, the anchor continued 
its journey to the Titanic’s shipbuilders 
Harland and Wolff in Belfast. 

For the recreation in 2010, the replica 
travelled from Castle Hill, Dudley to 
Halesowen Road, Netherton, as crowds 
lined the streets. 

But it wasn’t without it’s problems as 
the parade, made up of 20 shire horses, 
ground to a halt near Dudley Zoo due to 
difficulties navigating the exit to the car 
park. 

Following a two and a half hour delay, 
the procession began again but stopped 
again near the Flood Street island as the 
anchor began to slip from its cart. 


The shire horses had to be detached 
and instead walked on in front as the 
cart was pulled by a tractor to a tempo¬ 
rary plinth off Halesowen Road. 

The 18ft long replica is now sited 
proudly in the town as a reminder of 
the past. 

The documentary’s director and pro¬ 
ducer David Hale, aged 58, from Neth¬ 
erton, said the recreation captured the 
imagination of the town. 

“More than 10,000 people turned up 
to watch. I’ve never seen so many peo¬ 
ple in all my life,” he said. 


“Hingley’s was the world’s foremost 
anchor maker. It’s phenomenal to think 
about.” 

Just under an hour long, the film also 
includes archive footage of workers at 
Hingley’s and of the actual anchor itself 
on the liner. 

“We have a local actor, Victor Mead¬ 
ows, reading an article from the Dudley 
Chronicle in 1911,” said Mr Hale, who 
works at Davideo. 

The documentary is presented by 
Luke Perry and includes commentary 
from Dr Kenneth Mallon, who has writ¬ 


ten two books on the subject. 

The documentary began in 2010 as 
a direct result of the Channel 4 series, 
which was made by Twenty Twenty Pro¬ 
ductions in London. 

Mr Hale has been making documen¬ 
taries since 1987 for a variety of clients 
including Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil, and the team worked on the project 
alongside their other work. 

The documentary includes 20 minutes 
of archive footage, some of which proved 
difficult to get. 

“My colleague Richard Beard, who 
sadly died two years ago, found rare ar¬ 
chive footage from the 1920s and 1930s 
in a skip but it was on nitrate,” he said. 

Fortunately, through a contact at the 
BBC, the team successfully managed to 
convert the footage to video for inclusion 
in the documentary. 

Meanwhile, the production company 
may return to the subject matter in the 
future. 

“I’ve always wanted to do a drama 
documentary at some point,” Mr Hale 
said. 

The 2010 reconstruction was a poign¬ 
ant moment due to Netherton’s strong 
links with the Titanic. The ill-fated 
liner sank on its maiden voyage in April 
1912, with the loss of more than 1,500 
lives. 

There were in fact two anchors made, 
one for the side and another for the cen¬ 
tre of the liner. 

When it was made, the Titanic’s cen¬ 
tre anchor was, at the time and for some 
time to follow, the world’s largest an¬ 
chor ever forged by hand. 

In 2011, Dudley Council and other or¬ 
ganisations put together a whole series 
of events and exhibitions to mark the 
100th anniversary of the sinking of the 
Titanic. Church bells were rung and the 
procession was followed by a civic cer¬ 
emony.

THE Tory conference was sup¬ 
posed to be the chance to unite 
the party against a common foe 
before the next General Election. 

Unfortunately for David Cam¬ 
eron, the Birmingham gathering 
exposed what everyone knows 
- the Tories are fighting on too 
many fronts. 

Defections to UKIP overshad¬ 
owed proceedings every day. 
Even the Sunday Telegraph, 
usually sympathetic to the Con¬ 
servatives, led with the headline 
Tory Crisis as delegates started 
their four-day event. 

The defections of Mark Reck¬ 
less and former London deputy 
mayor Richard Barnes were em¬ 
barrassing as was William Cash 
joining UKIP. 

Mr Cash is the son of ardent 
Eurosceptic Tory MP Sir Bill 
Cash, who represents Stone. 

Sir Bill described his son’s 
actions as a ‘monumental mis¬ 
judgement’, saying that it is only 
the Tories that can deliver a ref¬ 
erendum on Europe. 

It’s frustrating for him given 
how much he’s had to endure 
within his own party as he tried 
to get the leadership to take the 
issue seriously - something it is 
now doing as it promises a ref¬ 
erendum if the Tories win a ma¬ 
jority. 

The problem for Sir Bill and for 
the Conservatives is that Europe 
is no longer the only thing that 
is seeing people want to move 
to the ‘kippers’. The younger 
Mr Cash is miffed at planning 
policies he says damage tour¬ 
ism and heritage and was un¬ 
impressed by David Cameron’s 
decision to drop Owen Paterson 
as Environment Secretary. 

There was some relief for the 
Conservatives as UKIP’s group 
leader on Dudley Council re¬ 
signed from the party. But Ken 
Turner and his wife Hazel are not 
planning a return to the Tory fold, 
having left the Conservatives 
last year. 

Michael Fabricant, the out¬ 
spoken Lichfield MP looks for¬ 
ward to some form of a recon¬ 
ciliation between the Tories and 
their UKIP ‘cousins’. 

Nigel Farage might think his 
tanks are parked on Labour’s 
lawn, but with all the Tory defec¬ 
tions it is starting to look more 
than ever like an alternative to 
the Conservatives rather than to 
the others. That’s only going to 
strengthen Labour’s chances. 

ONE of the surprising things 
about the Tory conference was 
how remarkably upbeat it was. 
The opinion polls point to a La¬ 
bour victory, despite Ed Miliband 
forgetting to mention the deficit 
in his own conference speech. 

There was the embarrassment 
of minister Brooks Newmark re¬ 
signing after sending a picture of 
his bits to a journalist, posing as 
a party aide. 

But one MP who certainly had 
a spring in his step was South 
Staffordshire’s Gavin William- 
sonHe’s been named in the top 
100 people ‘on the right’. Not 
even the former PM Sir John 
Major makes the list anymore.

Firm fined £l3k after 
man lost tip of finger 


A FIRM in Rowley Regis has been 
fined £13,000 after a worker had 
the top of his finger sheared off 
in an unguarded drilling machine. 

Gareth Kendall, aged 32, was operating a 
machine at H&H Alloy Sales Ltd when the 
incident happened. 

An investigation by the Health & Safety 
Executive found the machine’s guard had 
been left lying in a box in the workshop 
when it should have been fitted to the drill, 
Sandwell Magistrates Court heard last 
week. 

Mrs Judith Lloyd, prosecuting on behalf 
of the HSE, said Mr Kendall was halfway 
through drilling a set of 200 parts when he 
attempted to push a trapped piece of alu¬ 
minium towards the drill on December 18 
last year. 

She said: “He was wearing gloves and as 
there was no guard in place his hand went 
straight into the rotating part of the drill.” 

The court was told a health and safety 
inspector had visited the company in 2009 
and noted an unguarded drill in the work¬ 
shop. “They were told to fit a guard on that 
occasion but failed to heed the warning,” 
said Mrs Lloyd. 

Mr Kendall, who has worked at the firm 
for seven years, had the tip of his right 
index finger amputated. The court heard 
that he returned to work in March but suf¬ 
fered discomfort and underwent a further 
operation to remove his finger down to the 
knuckle. He has since returned to work at 
the firm full time. 

Miss Ashleigh Harold, defending, said the 
firm accepted responsibility and had carried 
out ‘effective remedial action’..” 

She said drill guards had been fitted four 
days after the 2009 inspection and that the 
firm was not guilty of a persistent breach. 
H&H Alloy Sales Ltd, of Titford Lane, ad¬ 
mitted failing to ensure the safety of its em¬ 
ployees. The company was fined £13,000, 
ordered to pay £1,391.75 costs and a victim 
surcharge of £120. 

Managing director Alan Hilsdon said it 
was the first accident at the firm since it 
opened in 1979.

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UKIP group leader quits 
over campaign fund 



Councillors Hazel and Ken Turner will now stand as independents 


THE leader of the UKIP group 
on Dudley Council has quit 
the party in a row over cam¬ 
paign funding. 

Councillor Ken Turner and his 
wife Hazel, who both represent 
Hayley Green and Cradley South, 
will now serve as independents. 

It also leaves UKIP in Walsall South 
looking for a candidate as Mr Turner 
was chosen to try to take on Labour 
MP Valerie Vaz at the General Elec¬ 
tion. They had previously been Con¬ 
servatives until the end of last year 
when they left the Tory group and sat 
as independents before joining UKIP. 

The Eurosceptics had nine seats on 
Dudley Council but are now reduced to 
seven. It comes amid a series of coups 
for UKIP as two MPs, a former Lon¬ 
don deputy mayor and the son of Eu¬ 
rosceptic Tory MP Sir Bill Cash have 
all joined. 

But Mr Turner, 71, hit out at the 
party claiming its unelected party 
members were trying to control the 
activities of councillors. He said he 
had proposed setting up a fund in May, 
shortly after the council elections, 
where councillors would donate seven 
per cent of their £9,393 basic allow¬ 
ance to a fund for campaigning. But 
the councillor said the party’s Dudley 
branch had insisted the money go into 
its general fund instead,something 
UKIP say the majority agreed with. 

“Fve now told UKIP what to do,” Mr 
Turner said. “The behaviour of local 
branch members has been unaccept¬ 
able. Because I said it should go into a 
group account they ended up holding 
a kangaroo court overseen by people 
who aren’t elected by the public. The 
Dudley branch expects to be able to 
dictate what elected councillors say 
and do.” 

While the spat will be a welcome re¬ 
lief for the Conservatives after a week 
of defections, Mr Turner said he has 


‘no regrets’ about leaving the Tories 
last year, adding: “I was disillusioned 
with them. They make promises but 
they won’t be the major party in gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Councillor Dean Perks, chairman 
of UKIP Dudley branch, said: “We’ve 
always maintained there should be 
no disconnect between elected mem¬ 
bers and the branch. It is the branch 


members who are out knocking doors 
and delivering leaflets. We wouldn’t be 
where we are without them. 

“The process is democratic. I’m 
chairman and I’m an elected coun¬ 
cillor. It was agreed the voluntary 
donation of allowances should go to 
the branch funds. It’s not great when 
someone leaves but I don’t think Ken 
ever took his Tory hat off.”

From the tranquil fields 
to industrial heartland 


TRAVELLERS from a bygone 
era would sit back and re¬ 
lax as they were transported 
from the tranquil fields and 
mansion houses of Stafford¬ 
shire into the industrial heart¬ 
land of the Black Country. 

As the Wildfire Locomotive 
chugged through the countryside, 
passengers watching from the 
windows would be treated to the 
sight of deer frolicking on the es¬ 
tates of the gentry and the tower¬ 
ing spires of the region’s churches 
and cathedrals - with the smoke 
of the foundries beckoning them 
onwards towards the city 

For those train travellers, Osborne’s 
Guide to the Grand Junction Railway 
was the 19th-century answer to to¬ 
day’s Lonely Planet guidebook, of¬ 
fering detailed maps of the railway, 
alongside hand drawn illustrations of 
the hidden gems they could see from 
their carriages of the route. 


MEMORY LANE

First hitting the shelves in the 1830s 
the book chronicled the journey of Ed¬ 
ward Cornelius Osborne through the 
region on one of the very first steam 
locomotives. The book is now the 
inspiration for Wildfire through Staf¬ 
fordshire - an updated version of the 
historic text, which is now delighting a 
whole new generation of readers. 

Landmarks 

The book covers the journey from 
Birmingham to Liverpool or Manches¬ 
ter along the country’s first trunk line, 
the Grand Junction Railway, which 
was travelled first by the Wildfire loco¬ 
motive through the heart of the Black 
Country and Staffordshire. 

The track passed near many land¬ 
marks including stately homes, 
churches, and factories taking in both 
sweeping views of the countryside and 
the smoking chimneys of the industrial 


heartland that lay beyond. The book 
features rarely seen antique illustra¬ 
tions and rare maps from the period 
along with 22 commissioned poems by 
Walsall’s Ian Henery who described 
the book as the Lonely Planet of the 
1830s. 

It is written by Paul Leslie Line and 
Matt Langham, of Mapseeker Pub- 
lishing.The book pays homage to the 
contributions of industrialists Mat¬ 
thew Boulton and James Watts, who 
set about making improvements to the 
steam engine in the 18th century con¬ 
tributing much to industrial revolu¬ 
tion that made its stamp on the world. 

The book gives a lively commentary 
of the affairs of the day and descrip¬ 
tions of many towns including Bilston, 
Dudley, Walsall, Wednesbury and 
Darlaston providing some the history 
of the communities and how the peo¬ 
ple lived.

Toy shop boss says he has 
made decision to sell up 


IT has been the go to place for 
everything from Rubik’s Cube to 
Pokemon for almost 50 years but a 
landmark toy shop in Dudley is set 
to close unless a buyer can be found. 

The Arcade Toy Shop has been a 
part of the Fountain Arcade centre 
since 1967. But owner Alan Caswell, 
who runs the store with his sister 
Lynne, has decided to sell up due to 
the £200,000 revamp of the centre. 

It is being restored to its former 
glory and architects want to bring 
its white entrance off Stone Street 
back to how it would have looked in 
the 1920s. But that means reinstall¬ 
ing a doorway that directly entered 
the toy shop and Mr Caswell said the 
work will cause too much upheaval. 

Since announcing his decision he 
has been inundated with messages 
of support from loyal customers. 

Mr Caswell said: “Selling up isn’t 


an imminent thing but it will proba¬ 
bly happen at some point in the early 
New Year. 

“I am absolutely for all for the 
works going on in Dudley and think 
they are fantastic, bring them on. 
Dudley has been sorely let down in 
recent years and these works can 
only be a good thing. But this door 
is the final nail in the coffin for me.” 

There has been an outcry of sup¬ 
port for the store online on both 
Twitter and Facebook with MP for 
Dudley North Ian Austin saying it 
would be a “tragedy” if one of the 
Black Country’s last traditional toy 
shops closed. 

Mr Caswell said: “People are being 
so kind and I am so appreciative.We 
had a lot of people say to us that we 
should start a petition but the deci¬ 
sions have already been made, and I 
have already made my decision too.”

£1.3bn cost

A £1.3 million project to ease 
congestion at a busy junction 
on a main commuter route 
through the Black Country 
has been revived. 

A fresh bid for funding to carry out 
work on the Birmingham New Road at 
its junction with Shaw Road in Cose- 
ley is being launched by Wolverham- 
ton City Council with the support of 
Dudley Council. 

The scheme for the major cross¬ 
roads near to The Coseley School has 
been drawn up to make the route safer 
for pedestrians and motorists, as well 
as reducing traffic queues. 

Wolverhampton and Dudley coun¬ 
cils have previously had two applica¬ 
tions for grants turned down. 

But a new application is now being 
drawn up in a bid to attract cash from 
the Local Growth Fund. 

Wolverhampton City Council’s Ian 
Bennett said: “We didn’t succeed in

our initial bid for money from the 
Local Pinch Point Fund. Subse¬ 
quently, we submitted a separate bid 
to the Local Sustainable Transport 
Fund, but that was also unsuccessful. 

“Still, we don’t give up that easily 
and we’re currently making a bid for 
Local Growth Fund money.” 

But the scheme is unlikely to get 
under way any time soon and it could 
be 2016 before the funding is awarded. 

Both Dudley and Wolverhampton 
councils have spoken of the need to 
improve the junction to make it easier 
for motorists turning. 

Dudley’s cabinet member for trans¬ 
port Councillor Khursid Ahmed said: 
“It’s important that we carry out work 
at this junction including upgrading 
the traffic lights there.” 

Councillor Ahmed added: “We 


would welcome improvements to this 
busy section of road and we are aware 
that our neighbours Wolverhampton 
City Council are leading on a project 
to improve traffic flow in the area. 

“We will be continuing to speak to 
them about the progress of the scheme 
in anticipation of improved journeys 
for motorists travelling between Wol¬ 
verhampton and Dudley.” 

There have been a number of acci¬ 
dents at the site, including one in June 
2012 when a woman had to be cut free 
from a BMW which was in collision 
with an MG Rover. 

The other junction still to be await¬ 
ing an upgrade on the Birmingham 
New Road is at Sedgley Road West.

WITH frosty mornings, rainy 
days and darker nights 
ahead, you can be forgiven 
resorting to comfort food to 
cheer yourself up. 

Here’s Jamie Oliver with a little of 
what you fancy, 100 recipes for dish¬ 
es best summed up by one word — 
scrumptious. 

Jamie’s Comfort Food (hardback, 
Michael Joseph, £30 but widely avail¬ 
able for less), goes full steam ahead for 
the kind of food guaranteed to put a 
smile on your face. Chapter headings 
include Nostalgia, Guilty Pleasures and 
Sweet Indulgence. 

This handsomely illustrated and 
weighty companion to his latest TV 
series deserves to be a kitchen fixture 
with such dishes as his version of Beef 
Wellington and the awesome Insanity 
Burger. He even finds something new 
to do with a toasted cheese sandwich, 
giving it a crispy cheese crown. 

There also lesser known treats, such 
as Ghanaian Groundnut Stew and Pol¬ 
ish favourite Pierogi (savoury dump¬ 
lings), and those with a sweet tooth 
are catered for with Jamaican Ginger 
Cake, Jamie’s Amazing Apple Pie and 
the decorative Hummingbird Cake, 
among others. There’s also plenty of 
nutritional information at the back of 
the book but, what the heck?! 

Gino D’Acampo recently returned 
to our screens with his second series 
travelling around his homeland of Ita¬ 
ly to present his twist on the regional 
dishes he encountered. Gino’s Italian 
Escape: A Taste of the Sun (hard¬ 
back, Hodder, £20) features over 100 
recipes from northern Italy — Florence, 
Bologna, Parma and Venice. 

This is meat and rice country but

pasta, pizza and fish dishes also fea¬ 
ture. The affable Gino keeps it simple 
and simply delicious with such dishes 
as Crispy Chicken baked with Lemon 
and Fennel or the Aubergine, Tomato 
and Mozzarella Stack. 

He also introduces his take on Cic- 
chetti, the Venetian equivalent to Span¬ 
ish Tapas. 

As for desserts, the This Morning 
cook from Naples surpasses himself 
with Apples poached in red wine with 
Amaretti biscuit cream; Lady’s Kisses, 
which are almond biscuits with Nutel¬ 
la chocolate spread; and Polenta cake 
with oranges and Cointreau. 

Vegetarians are well catered for with 
two excellent new cook books that 
prove that veggie dishes can be excit¬ 
ing.

Two thirds stuck 
in the ‘rent trap’ 

NEARLY two thirds of private renters in the Midlands 
are stuck in the ‘rent trap’ and unable to put any money 
towards a deposit for a home of their own, according to 
new figures from Shelter. 

The report shows that the ‘rent trap’ is taking a grip 
with five million tenants in England unable to save 
towards a home of their own. The proportion who are 
not saving anything towards a deposit has jumped by 
13 per cent. The charity is warning that sky-high rents 
and swelling house prices is killing the dream of home 
ownership for millions. 

Figures from LSL Property Services showed that peo¬ 
ple in the West Midlands are paying an average of £560 
per month on their rent. 

Shelter’s chief executive, Campbell Robb, said: “With 
the ‘rent trap’ taking hold of young people and families 
across the Midlands, the prospect of a stable home is be- 
coming a distant dream for far too many. “ _

Councillors 
in wrangle 
over pay for 
directors 


DUDLEY Council leaders have come under 
fire for creating new senior management 
jobs with a pay rise up to £30,000 at the 
cash-strapped authority. 

Bosses claim axing 11 senior management posi¬ 
tions out of 22 at Dudley Council will save £1 mil¬ 
lion from staffing budgets under proposals expected 
to be ratified later this month. 


But opposition councillors 
hit back at the council’s La¬ 
bour administration after it 
emerged that the 11 man¬ 
ager positions left will be on 
increased salaries. 

‘Strategic’ 

During the council’s cab¬ 
inet meeting last week, 
bosses claimed they had 
created new roles with more 
responsibilities requiring 
greater remuneration. 

Five directors, who are in 
charge of departments and 
report to the chief executive, 
and earn £104,604 per year, 
would be replaced by three 
‘strategic’ directors. 

The new ‘strategic direc¬ 
tor for people’ who manages 
children’s services, adult 
social care, health and well 
being, will command a sal¬ 
ary between £122,500 and 
£130,000. 

Salaries for the other two 
positions — director of re¬ 
sources and transformation 
and director for the environ¬ 
ment, economy and housing 
— could be around £117,000 
and £127,000. 

The 17 assistant direc¬ 
tors, currently earning 
£70,049 a year, will be re¬ 
placed by eight chief officer 
posts earning £89,000 under 
the scheme.

It comes hot on the heels of plans to convert former coun¬ 
cil offices into more than 90 homes. 

Dudley Council bosses want to encourage more people to 
live in the town centre as part of its regeneration. They say 
shops and other businesses would benefit from more trade. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has welcomed the scheme 
for the former post office which has been empty for more 
than 10 years. Mr Austin called the move a ‘great idea’ and 
called for further innovative ways to increase the number 
of homes in the centre while revitalising old buildings. “I 
think that is a great idea and the more people living in and 
around the town centre the more it will help shops and 
businesses,” he said. 

Regeneration boss councillor Judy Foster said more 
homes in the town centre would help boost trade.

Rookie detective is 
doing things by the book 


I f you ever wondered what a pre- 
Batman origins story would look 
like filtered through the mind of The 
Mentalist creator Bruno Heller and 
helmed by CSI veteran Danny 
Cannon, then this is it. 

One of the most talked about new 
dramas of the autumn, Gotham 
centres on brave, earnest new 
detective James Gordon (Ben 
McKenzie). 

Eager to prove himself, he is 
partnered with the brash police 
veteran Harvey Bullock (Donal 
Logue), and the pair stumble upon 
Gotham city’s highest profile case - 
the murder of local billionaires 
Thomas and Martha Wayne. 

Gordon meets the sole survivor at 
the scene of the crime - the Waynes’ 

12-year-old son, Bruce (David 
Mazouz). 

Moved by his loss, the rookie 
detective vows to catch the killer. 

While navigating the shady world of 
Gotham’s criminal justice system, 

Gordon crosses paths with gang 
boss Fish Mooney (Jada Pinkett 
Smith), mob kingpin Carmine Falcone 
(John Dorman), and many of the

characters who will become iconic 
villains. 

They include a teenage Selina Kyle/ 
Catwoman (Camren Bicondova); 
pending Penguin Oswald Cobblepot 
(Robin Lord Taylor), and the future 
Riddler, Edward Nygma (Cory Michael 
Smith). 

For Blighty’s own Sean Pertwee, 
landing the role of Bruce Wayne’s 
guardian/butler Alfred Pennyworth, 
it was something of a dream come 
true. 

He admits he was a fan of the 
classic 1960s Adam West TV saga 
growing up. 

‘Absolutely. The famous shark scene 
stuck in my mind,” Sean explains. “I’ve 
been a fan of the series right the way 
through. 

‘To be involved with a re-imagining 
of something I’ve loved is vaguely 
terrifying, but also not that it’s out 
there, we are delighted that I think 
we’ve pleased the legions of fans and 
the legions of new fans that we hope 
to bring to it. We’re very proud.” 

Perhaps the best comparison 
for Gotham is Superman origins 


series Smallville, which ran for a 
decade. 

Is Sean prepared for the fact he 
could spend at least the next 10 years 
of his life filming in New York? 

“Well that suits me fine,” he explains. 
“Don’t get me wrong; I love my home 
- I get very homesick when I watch 
Chelsea; I miss my home, but I can’t 
tell you how lucky and proud I feel to 
be here.” 

The Gotham cast have become a 
close-knit family since production 
began. According to Pertwee, they “go 
to every table read together; we really 
try and keep our heads down and 
concentrate on the quality of the work.” 

As you’ll see by this pilot, it’s a 
stylish affair which may revisit the 
pivotal tragic alley shootings from Tim 
Burton’s Batman and Christopher 
Nolan’s Batman Begins, but then it 
becomes its own creature. 

Like Gromit laying tracks in front of 
his runaway train, Sean Pertwee and 
the Gotham crew are busily trying to 
stay ahead of their production 
schedule while retaining the high 
production quality of this first 
instalment.

Tough Panda does the job

Is the regular Panda 4x4 not rug¬ 
ged enough for you? If so, Fiat 
has developed a tough-looking 
mini go-anywhere SUV. 

Taking a leaf out of the books used 
by the big boys in developing beefy 
4x4s, Fiat has produced a rough, 
tough version of its supermini-sized 
Panda. And while all-wheel drive is al¬ 
ready an option, chunky bodystyling 
and an obvious focus on the great 
outdoors marks the Panda Cross out 
as a niche vehicle in an already small 
market. 

That said, there’s no denying that Fiat’s 
baby 4x4 doesn’t look the part. The micro 
SUV boasts all the right kit - bash plates, 
rugged plastic trim, a lofty stance, Tonka 
toy styling - but is also capable of talking 
the talk thanks to an intelligent, switchable 
4x4 drive system. 

Try to resist jokes comparing Fiat’s Pan¬ 
da Cross to something that’s fallen out of 
a cereal box; the diminutive 4x4 has been 
styled to appeal to the new generation of 
urban warriors keen to mix the rigours of 
city life with aspirations of rural walking hol¬ 
idays and countryside getaways. 

And in this context, the Panda’s beefy 
steroid-enhanced appearance makes 
sense. 

Ground clearance isn’t a whole lot more 
than the regular Panda 4x4 variant, but 
thanks to the inclusion of those chunky 
tyres, shiny bash plates, plastic rubbing 
strips and exposed towing eyes, the Cross 
looks like it could tackle almost anything. 


And it’s a far cry from the famous angular 
first generation Panda 4x4 you can still find 
parked halfway up a Swiss mountain ski 
resort. 

What’s not to like about being able to 
scramble up hills, splash through streams 
and plug mud all day long? In the Panda 
Cross you can do all of this and more, 
thanks to the generous inclusion of all-sea- 
son tyres and the ability to switch the trans¬ 
mission from city friendly two-wheel drive 
to a locked up mode for slow speed ma¬ 
noeuvres. 

And when you’re not boldly going where 
no Panda has gone before, the car’s cab¬ 
in offers enough room for a small family, 
while everything inside is familiar Panda 
territory - the controls, audio unit, decent 
levels of oddment storage. 

Torque 

Popularity-wise it’s likely to be the petrol 
option that secures the most buyers. This 
means a 0.9-litre TwinAir motor producing 
90 horsepower. 

And while the diesel, a 1.3-litre 80 horse¬ 
power unit, produces more torque, the 
TwinAir gains a tweaked six-speed manual 
gearbox complete with a low ‘crawler’ first 
gear. 

The result is brisk performance on the 
flat, with the gutsy TwinAir motor proving 
willing and flexible when pushed hard. The 
extra ground clearance and body protec¬ 
tion do a good job of keeping you moving 
when on the rough stuff. 

Unless the terrain is seriously tough, 
leaving the transmission in‘auto’ works 
surprisingly well for most slippery condi¬ 
tions, although ‘off road’ mode adds con¬ 
siderable peace of mind as it forces the 




drive a car that’s capable of squeezing into 
city centre parking spaces during the week 
and hitting the trail at the weekend, the 
Cross is hard to beat. 

It’s not alone in this market, but it comes 
well equipped, its maker boasts a solid 
reputation for delivering such cars and it 
looks like a Tonka toy. That last attribute 
alone has got to be worth the asking price, 
surely?

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Integra - great combination

Honda’s latest Integra has some- 
thing of an identity crisis: a bit 
like Clark Kent and his alter-ego 
the caped crusader. 

It’s deliberate, of course, as the company 
tries to widen the appeal of two wheelers 
and integrate some of the best features of 
bikes with those of a scooter. Hence the 
name: it’s actually nothing to do with the 
Honda’s Integra Type R, one of the best 
coupes of the 1990s. 

Officially the £7,788 Integra is classed as 
a ‘maxi scooter’ and with a torquey 745cc 
twin cylinder engine and a top speed of 
around 10Omph it’s certainly near the top 
of that class. 

It has first-class weather protection 
but with its excellent chassis and 17-inch 
wheels it has the stability and handling of 
a bike. That isn’t a surprise, as apart from 
the bodywork its shares virtually everything 
with its stablemate the 750S 

It would serve admirably as an easy-to- 
ride commuter scooter with what is proba¬ 
bly the best automatic transmission on any 
two-wheeler, but unlike some of its smaller 
counterparts you can tackle some serious 
touring too. 

Depending on how and where you ride 
it, everyday economy is between 60 and 
70mpg - in fact the official figure is 80mpg. 
With a 14.1 litre tank that gives you an im¬ 
pressive range between fill-ups. 

It has the comfort and performance to 
handle longer motorway runs, able to eas¬ 
ily keep up the pace without leaving you 
feeling intimidated as other traffic treats you 
like a rolling roadblock. There’s plenty of 
power to carry a pillion passenger, too. 


The Integra isn’t over-heavy at 237kgs: in 
fact it’s a relative lightweight compared to 
some of its rivals and with its sturdy, shift 
chassis and bike suspension it’s particular¬ 
ly stable in a straight line and doesn’t dip 
and wallow in corners. In fact it corners 
like a motorcycle because, in all areas that 
count, it is one. 

I have heard of one tester complain of 
scraping the bodywork through being over 
enthusiastic in a corner but from my own 
experience I don’t know how. There were 
times when I used all the rear tyre’s treaded 
area without any other sort of contact. 

A big, well-shaped seat - almost an 
armchair by bike standards - and long 
footboards instead of pegs allow the rider 
a nice upright position but also the abili¬ 
ty to shuffle about a bit, to avoid stiffness 
and numb rear-end syndrome when you’ve 
been sitting there for an hour or two. 

Injected 

The aerodynamic front end and large 
front screen are well designed to protect 
you from wind blast and rain. In fact on an 
autumn day in my heavy protective bike 
gear I felt too warm, the only noticeable 
breeze hitting the back of my neck (drawn 
in from the rear as in a convertible car). 

The latest Integra’s fuel injected engine 
has grown in size from 670 to 745cc, giving 
it an extra 3bhp (now just over 54) and a 
healthy 68Nm of torque, which is on a par 
with some bigger engine bikes such as Tri¬ 
umph’s Bonneville. 

The significance of that is smooth riding 
while maintaining relatively high gears for 
economy. Fourth around town at 30mph, 
for example, is easy going and impressively 
quiet, but the Integra has the ability to pick 
up its heels when required. 


The second generation DCT transmis¬ 
sion uses a ‘proper’ gearbox (as opposed 
to a CVT system) with an electronically 
controlled dual clutch system, similar to the 
Audi VW Group’s acclaimed DSG unit. 

It has two modes - Drive, which selects 
and holds the highest gear for the condi¬ 
tions to give you best economy and Sport, 
which is more responsive and allows the 
revs to get up towards the redline if you 
give it a big handful. 

You can also change gear manually, us¬ 
ing ‘up’ and ‘down’ buttons on the lefthand 
grip. It is very fast-acting, the electronics 
interpreting your requirements via move¬ 
ments on the throttle but the ability to 
change down one or two cogs with just the 
press of the thumb is ideal when, for exam¬ 
ple, you’re setting up for a tight bend. 

It’s smoother and more responsive than 
any CVT system I’ve ridden, offering better 
rider connection with the bike as well as fuel 
and performance advantages. 

The brakes - discs front and rear with 
ABS - are reassuringly effective and are 
operated by separate hand levers on the 
bars. Being more used to the normal bike 
arrangement, though, it did take a few miles 
to stop my right foot from pressing the foot¬ 
boards. 

As the Integra is essentially built on a 
motorcycle frame, it lacks some of the 
cargo carrying capacity of more ‘normal’ 
scooters. The fuel tank is under the large 
hinged (and lockable) seat and in front of 
that there’s a storage bay which will just 
about take a helmet. The configuration also 
means you throw your leg over the seat, 
bike-style, rather than the ‘step through’ fa¬ 
cility of some scooters so there’s no facility 
for a bag hook there. A rear luggage rack 
and box are on the accessories list. 



The Integra’s integrated design sets it 
apart from the herd and gives it an appeal 
all of its own. 

It’s more of an all-rounder than some of 
the pure scooter breed, with its motorcycle 
performance and handling which make it 
more fun, too. 

Its combination of capabilities - nearly 
10Omph and almost 80mpg - plus its ex¬ 
cellent transmission and more comfort and 
weather protection than most standard 
bikes make it an attractive alternative for 
some riders than more traditional designs 
on both sides of the fence.
